_ Major Fetow Arrives Home on | 


Six Months’ Leave From Battles 


UPLANDER GIVEN 
SIX MONTHS LEAVE 
-FROW AIR BATTLES 


Home from 122 trips in a fight- 
ter plane over occupied Europe, 
tall, broad-shouldered, handsome 
Major Gene B. Fetrow is begin- 
ning a sojourn of six months in 
the United States. 

“IT hope to be back in six months 
with a new squadron if the war is 
not over with by then,” said Major 
Fetrow early this afternoon at the 
Wilson avenue home of his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Paul Fetrow. 
The distinguished flier, who has 
returned to his native city, would 
not make any prediction as to 
when Germany might fall. 

He is here for a rest and in- 
dentally to claim Miss Gloria Spof- 
ford of Santa Ana as his bride. ; 
She was a guest at the Fetrow 
home today. No definite plans 
have been made for the wedding. 

“It is really a thrill to be back 
home,” said the major with con- 
viction, 

LOOKS UNCHANGED 

His many friends who knew him 
as a youngster, as a Chaffey stu- 
dent and later as an employe at 
Douglas, will see him as he was 
in recent years, with the excep- 
tion of being heavier and his 
shoulders broader. And there is 
also the matter of the medals that 
‘his exploits over Europe have won 
him. He has the Distinguished 
Flying Cross, the Air Force Medal | 
and three Oak Leaf Clusters, each 
awarded him for meritorious ser- 
vice. Two airplanes and five mine 
layers were shot down by the Up- 
lander. : 

Modest of his own efforts, Major 
Fetrow told of being shot down 
by a German gunner. 

“I saw the bullet coming and 
knew it was going to get me,” he 
related today. “I jumped out and 
my parachute landed me in the 
water five miles out from ‘the| 
French coast at Dieppe. I was in 
the water for half an hour when 
I was picked up by returning com- 
mandos.” 


TELEGRAM COMES 

It was this incident that result- 
ed in his parents receiving a mes- 
Sage from the war department 
stating that Gene was “missing in 
action”. The next day the Up- 
lander, thinking first of his par- 
ents and fiance, wired that he was 
safe. This occurred some months 
ago. 

Major Fetrow has a precious 
“log book”. Asked how many 
times he had been over Europe, 
the didn't know. “Just a minute,” 
he said, ‘I'll get my log book.” | 
In a few minutes came the an- 
‘Swer—122. His first venture in 
the skies over enemy territory 
was on April 8, 1942. 

“Yes, the feeling was consider- 
‘ably different the last time than 
‘the first time,” he replied to a 
question. “For the first time or 
two I really didn’t know where 
I was going or what it was all 
about. 

“Before we start out on an | 
signment, we are called into a | 
conference and are given our as- 
Signments. We are told just 
‘where we are going, what we are 
expected to do, and of the opposi- 
tion we might expect.” 

Once Major Fetrow made three 
trips in a day over a “target”. 
“The first time we didn’t hit it,” | 
he added. 

Among the soldiers the senti- 
ment is that considerable progress 
is being made in defeating Ger- 
many, the distinguished visitor 
said, “but no one can tell how soon 
‘we may win,” he declared. He 
talks forcefully, direct and with | 
emphasis.

“What are we fighting for?’ 
is the question that comes to the

IN ONTARIO GETS 
$13,170 SUPPORT 


Federal funds have been allo- 
cated for the maintenance of two 
Ontario nursery projects, accord- 
ing to word just received from 
Congressman Harry R. Sheppard. 
Sum of $13,170 has been allocated. 

“I am pleased to advise,” said 
Representative Sheppard’s tele- 
gram, “that the project has been 
approved for two nurseries for 90 
pre-school children and two child- 
care centers for 350 school chil- 
dren for the period from June 15 
to December 15, 1948. 

A nursery school has been main- 
tained by the Ontario board of 
education and the Ontario cham- 
ber of commerce as an aid to 
mothers employed in war indus- 
tries. The nursery is at 422 Mon- 
terey street. 

The federal appropriation comes 
just in time to keep the school op- 
erating. Decision had been reach- | 
ed to close the nursery the end of 
this week, due to lack of funds. 
With an additional $13,170 assur- 
ed, however, the school will be 
maintained.

726 for May, 1943, compared with
